Mercy, which we Owe Our {elves as well as O- 
thers. Bur this can be the Cafe of bur very few, if 
any at all. For there are fcarcely any, whole Ne- 
ceflary Subfiftence fo tar engroffes the very whole 
of the Six Days, as nor to leave them {uch a Porti- 
on of their time for Recreation, as the Prelervati- 
on of their Health does Neceffarily require.
